Budget Fight Has 
Run Its Course 


_ Aims of the budget struggle got lost in 
the murk and the efforts to end it are 
sensible. 

It is entirely possible that a Georgia 
governor’s wings should be clipped some- 
what on money powers. But this is not 
the kind of thing to be rammed through 
hastily in a political wrestling match, as 
some House leaders tried to ram it. It 
ought to follow a thorough and sensible 
study and be part of an overall budget 
reform. 

The crying need for this reform was 
underlined by the constructive activities 
of these same House leaders during their 
questioning of Gov. Vandiver‘s budget. 
Let a careful study go forward and let a 
prudent revision of budget practices fol- 
low. 

The money part of this controversy 
became rthoot when the House, the Senate 
and the governor all decided they would 
spend more on teacher and bus driver 
raises than the state can afford under 
present taxes. House leaders tried to find 
the income to pay for a $250 raise and 
failed, but wanted to give the raise any- 
way. Then Gov. Vandiver and Lt. Gov. 
Byrd. raised them $50 to $300 and ad- 
mitted flatly it would have to come out 
of the state’s surplus, or savings. When 
the savings are gone, no revenue is in 
prospect to continue paying the raises 
without a tax increase. Gov. Vandiver 
says he'll be out of office before then. 
But the taxpayer should not lose sight of 
what is coming to him later as a result 
of what the governor and legislature did 
this month. 

And what of the teacher? She remains 
underpaid, even though the little bit she 
got plunged the state into deficit finan- 
cing. This is about as clear a call as we 
have seen for Georgia’s congressmen to 
support the federal aid to schools that 
President Kennedy is offering, and for all 
of Georgia’s counties to start paying lo- 
cally as they are able. The state’s teachers 
and taxpayers cannot carry this load 
alone any longer. Our Children bear the 
injury of our inability » support their 
schools adequately.

Bombers Try to Please? 


How much courage does it require of 
a man to bomb the home of a 75-year- 
old Negro and his wife?

Fulton County’s delegation in the Gen- 
eral Assembly owes it to the community 
to come up with favorable action on a 
pension plan for city and county employes 
to be hired in the future.

Petty politics from whatever source 
should not hold up action for another 
year on what basically is a fine pension 
program.

Georgia Badly Needs 
Kennedy’s School Bill 


President Kennedy’s initial legislation 
to implement his federal aid to educa- 
tion proposals calls for an outlay of 660 
million dollars in grants to states for the 
public schools beginning with fiscal year 
July 1. Georgia’s congressional delegation 
should support it. 

A minimum of $15 per pupil is al- 
lotted under the bill but aid would be 
dispensed otherwise on a basis of eco- 
nomic need. Georgia would get about $26 
per pupil, enough to provide a teacher 
pay raise of at least $700. 

Georgia, which right now is facing 
a serious financial dilemma because of 
its school problem and pressure for teach- 
er pay raises, would benefit more than 
most states. Certainly the state is doing 
its best under existing tax structures and 
economic capabilities. With federal aid 
and with greater equalization of effort at 
the local level, our schools can be financed 
at a rate more commensurate with need. 

Georgia’s troubles are indeed part of 
a major national problem. We cannot 
make the mistake of expecting the fed- 
eral government to take over our bur- 
den. We can welcome help, especially in 
Paying teachers a decent wage, until we 
are able to work out our own financial 
problems through tax equalization and 
economic growth. 


Puny Support Accorded 
Indusirialization Effort 


State spending is out of kilter in 
Georgia. 

As pointed out by Constitution Busi- 
ness Editor Jim Montgomery in an open 
letter published yesterday, the state 
pours more and more millions of dollars 
into the advancement of agriculture and 
agriculturally related endeavors but is 
miserly in providing funds to lay the 
groundwork for bringing in new industry. 

Money spent wisely on agriculture 
should not be begrudged. It also should be 
taken into consideration that a sizable 
portion of money going to the Agriculture 
department serves consumers, through in- 
spection and regulation of products, and 
certain industries handling food and fibre. 

But where the state misses the boat is 
in its feeble support of research and other 
requisites for a vigorous industrial devel- 
opment program. Studies have been made, 
including the recent one by the Senate 
Government Operations Committee, but 
the state has dragged its feet in imple- 
menting recommendations. 

As a result, Georgia lags in bringing 
in new plants in such fields as electronics, 
nuclear energy, space, synthetics, basic 
metals and other high-paying industries. 

The state has been and is penny-wise 
and pound-foolish in its failure to invest 
more than the pittance it has in efforts 
to speed industrial development. Such in- 
vestments that have been made, small as 
they were, have paid for themselves 
many times over in taxes alone collected 


from new businesses and their employes... 


In addition, there is the impact upon the 
general economy to be considered. 

Despite these factors, though, the state 
is failing to stimulate industrial growth 
to the extent it should.

Kennedy School Program 


Is Brilliantly Conceived 


President Kennedy is not likely to send to the Congress any more 
important legislative message during his entire term than the 
message urging a major federal effort to improve the nation’s edu- 
cational system. The crisis facing America’s schools and colleges is 
so urgent, so vast and by this time so well known that it is super- 
fluous to dwell upon it. What is absolutely essential now is action. 


The President has supplied the 
leadership in offering a brilliantly 
conceived program, though one 
more modest in prospective finan- 
cial outlay than many experts 
think necessary. The basic prin- 
ciples of federal aid to education 
have been discussed for many 
years; this year, within the next 
few weeks, the Congress has the 
direct responsibility of passing an 
aid-to-education bill that will at 
least start to meet present and 
future needs. 

Representing a smaller outlay 
in federal assistance to public ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 
than either the bill passed last 
year by the Senate ‘which died 
with the end of the session) or the 
recent recommendations of the 
Hovde committee, the Kennedy 
proposals are, as he says, ‘‘mod- 
est.”” They nevertheless would be

The President introduces an in- 


one along more familiar lines be- 
tween the states. 

In. addition to helping the 
schools, the Kennedy program 
provides for continuation of ex- 
isting authority for federal loans to 
colleges of all types for dormi- 
tory housing, plus a welcome new 
plan to grant loans for other 
kinds of academic facilities such 
as classrooms. 

An entirely new program of 50,- 
000: federal scholarships a year, 
to be awarded on basis of ability, 
is a major feature of the Presi- 
dent’s education message. This is 
good; but serious question arises 
over a corollary proposal to ex- 
tend direct federal help to the 
colleges that the scholarship win- 
ners choose to attend, ‘‘to enable 
these institutions to accept the ad- 
ditional students” without increas- 
ing their fees or suffering undue 
financial loss.

When some- 
body at your house has swal- 
lowed poison and the label on 
the bottle says ‘Induce vom- 
iting’’ maybe you are the kind 
to remember how—I'm not. 


This little first aid card does 
not mealy mouth around. It tells 
you HOW to induce vomiting 
and when not to. (I forgot there 
were times when it was worse 
to than not to.) 

The directions are clear and 
explicit and they have the ap- 
proval of the county medical 
society and the State Board of 
Health. There are not many 
Weeks-with-a-capital-W that are 
worth more than a minute’s at- 
tention but death by poisoning
